Gen. Mackenzen Wins Further Import- 
ant German-Austrian Triumph on 
Galician Battle Line 


Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


In 
northern 
Galicia, 
between 
Przemysl and Lemberg, there has been 
a renewal of furious fighting and, ac- 
cording to an official announcement 
from Berlin today the Teutonic allies 
have gained an important 
victory. 
An attack along a 45 mile front is 
said to have resulted in the capture 
of 
the 
Russian 
positions 
between 
Cyemiawa, 
northwest 
of 
Mosciska 
and Sieniawa, northward of the San. 
The announcement says 16,000 pris- 
oners were taken yesterday. 


A press dispatch from Petrograd 
gives another version of what appar- 
ently was the same battle. 
It is said 
20,000 men of the Austro-German 
attacking forces were killed, the re- 
mainder being routed. 


In northern France heavy 
fighting 
continues. 
The 
German war office 
today announced that the French had 
sustained a severe defeat near Arras. 


The 
French military 
authoritits 
asserted a German work had 
been 
captured near Lorette but admitted 
the Germans had recaptured part of 
the entrenchments at Souchez, won 
the previous day. 


The British steamer 
Hopemount, 
of 3,300 tons, was sunk off. Land-, 
send by a German submarine.

Berlin, June 14.—(Via London, 3 p. 
m.)—Official announcement 
was 
made 
here this aftemooa 
that 
General Von 
Mackenzen has occupied the Russian po- 
sitions along the entire front in the 
eastern arena of fighting from Cejrrnia- 
awa to Sieniawa. 


These places are in Galicia. 
Sienawa 
is eighteen miles northwest of Jaroslau, 
on the river San. 
Tne statement fol- 
lows: 


"Western theatre of war—The French 
Buffered a severe defeat on the front 
between Lievin and Arras. 
After the 
enemy's columns, which were preparing 
to make an advance by storm, had been 
repulsed several times in the course of 
the day by our artillery, strong enemy 
attacks in close formation were begun 
toward evening against our positions Oii 
both sides of the Lorette Hills, and on 
the lieuville-Roclin court front. 
Our 
opponents 
were 
repulsed 
everywhere 
with heavy losses. All our positions are 
firmly in our hands. 


''Minor attacks by the enemy on the 
Yser canal were repulsed. 


"East of Hebiitcrne infantry battles 
have not led to any results worth men- 
tionmg. 
Advances 
against 
positions 
conquered by us in Champagne were 
frustrated at the very outset. 


"Eastern 
theatre 
of 
war—In 
thvJ 
neighborhood of 
Kuzie, 
northwest of 
Shavli. a few enemy positions were tak- 
en. 
Three officers and 300 men were 
taken prisoner. 


"Southeastern 
theatre—General von 
Mackenzen began an attack over a lino 
extending 
70 
kilometres 
(43 miles.) 
Starting from their positions at Cyemi- 
awa, 
northwest 
of 
Mosciska, and at 
Sieniawa the 
enemy's 
positions have 
been taken along the entire length of 
this front. 
Sixteen thousand prisoners 
fell into our hands yesterday.. 


"Attacks by the troops under General 
von Linsingen and General von Dermar- 
witz also made progress." 


HOPEMOUNT IS SUNK. 


Another British Steamer Sent Down by 
German Submarine. 


London, June 14.—(4:30 p. m.)—The 
British steamship Hopemount, of 3,300 
tons gross, was torpedoed and sunk to- 
day at a point west of Saint Ives, Eng- 


land, by a German submarine. 
The crew 
of the Hopemount was saved. 


Although the French would appear to 
be unrelenting in their offensive work, 
which is netting them slow progress in 
northeastern France, the situation in the 
eastern arena of the war, where the 
Austro-Germans 
are 
straining 
every 
nerve to deliver a crushing blow to tho 
Russians, remains of the utmost im- 
portance. 
No confirmation has yet been 
received of the report that the Austro- 
Germans have re-occuped Zurawana, but 
further to the south they are across the 
river Dniester and on Russian soil in 
Bessarabia. 


Not for months past has there been 
such general 
activity on the 
eastern 
front. 
Checked at the center of the Ga- 
lician line, the Austra-Germans have de- 
veloped an offensive on both wings, at 
the same time, and they are starting an- 
other battle in Poland to the north of 
Przasnysz. 
There is confused fighting 
going on at the same time in the Baltic 
provinces, so it may be said that th? 
contenders are at grips once more from 
the Baltic to the Roumanian frontier. 


The stand which the Russians have 
been making recently in Galicia indicates 
to British observers that their shortage 
of ammunition has been overcome. 
It 
was this shortage, according to the belief 
here, that enabled the Austro-Germans 
last month to sweep across the country 
and take Przemysl in such record time. 


In Greece the followers of former Pre- 
mier ^'enizelos, 
who resigned 
becaust 
Greece would not enter the war on the 
side of the allies, seemed to have tlu 
upper hand, judging from the early r(!- 
turns of the general elections held in 
that kingdom. 
Indorsement of the poli- 
cies of M. Venizelos may have a bear- 
ing on Greece's further course of action.

Washington, June 14.—President Wil- 
son, speaking at flag day exercises here 
today, urged Americans to remember 
their patriotism on other days than na- 
tional holidays and to carry the flag of 
the country ever in their hearts. 
The 
president made no direct reference to 
the European war or to international 
questions, but he was applauded when- 
ever he made any reference to the pa- 
triotism of the people of the United 
States. 
The exercises were held on the 
south steps of the treasury building. 
When the presi(h?nt arrived a large iiu- 
dience stood and cheered until he waved 
his hands for silence. 


Introducing the president, Secretary 
McAdoo said the meeting was to pay 
homage to the flag "of our country at a 
time when it ha? a deeper significance 
than ever before in the world's history, 
when it is the hope of civilization." 


The exercises were attended by Sec- 
retary Lansing, Secretary Daniels, Sen- 
ator Simmons and many other govern- 
ment ofTicials. A chorus of treasury de- 
partment employes sang patriotic songs 
before and after the president's address. 


Not Sentiment, But History. 


"For me," said the president, "the flag 
does not express a mere body of vague 
sentiments. 
It is the embodiment, not 
of a sentiment, but of a' history, and 
no man can rightly serve imder that flag 
who has riot caught some of the mean- 
ing of that history. 


"You do not create the meaning of a 
national life by any literary exposition 
of it, but by the actual daily endeavors 
of a great people to do the tasks of the 
day and live up to the ideals of honesty 
and righteousness and just conduct. And 
as we think of these things, our tribute 
is to those men who-have created this 
experience. 
Of these men we feel that 
they have shown us the way.

New Yoi^k, Juno 14.—Delegates from 
twenty-five states assembled liere today

Chicago, June 14.—What is said to b» 
the greatest street car strike the United 
States has known began here at 4 o'clock 
this morning. 
Fourteen thousand per- 
sons were thrown out of employment, 
1,310 miles of single elevated and sur- 
face track rendered idle and a burden 
thrown on 
steam roads, 
automobile-s, 
vans and other vehicles, wliich 
they 
were able to meet only in small part. 


For four 
hours not a car 
moved. 
Then a south side elevated train carry- 
ing a few passengers made a round trip 
aiTa test. As a result it was announced 
that an attempt would be made to run 
trains with strike-breakers and guards 
every fifteen minutes. 
The siirface lines 
made no attempt to work. 


Many Guards on Duty. 


Policemen and private guards were 
stationed over all company property but 
no disorder was reported early. 


Business was not paralyzed but it 
was benumbed. 
The tie-up in one way 
or another affected every branch of the 
city's activities. 


The steam railroads put on 
extra 
trains 
and 
extra 
coaches 
but 
were 
swamped Avith business. 
Lines of per- 
sons waiting to get througb'the turn- 
stiles stretched for blocks away from the 
tion and tens of thousands walked to 
their work. 


The rupture over hours of service and 
wages 
came last 
night 
when 
Mayor 
Thompson admitted that his attempt at 
mediation was a failure. 


Battle Lines Form. 


At four o'clock the last car had been 
quietly retired and the struggle was on, 
with no sign of peace in sight. 
The men 
posted pickets; the employers advertised 
for strike-breakers and W. D. IViahon, 
national president of the street car em- 
ployes, returned to Detroit, his head- 
quarters, the better to direct the finan- 
cial phase of the strike. 


A car load of strike-breaker« waa ro- 
ported to have arrived secretly from 
Cincinnati. 
It was stated that no at- 
tempt would be made to run stirfaco 
cars for several days- 


TIE-UP WAS COMPLAIHT. 


Million and a Half People Seak Other- 
Transportation. 


Chicago, 
Jime 
14.—ChicagoaM—ap- 
proximately 1,500,000 of them—walked 
motored and used steam road» to thete 
work today. 


Strike of 14,000 street car employe« 
went into effect at midnight last nii^t. 
Not a wheel on the 1.310 miles of track 
of the surface and elevated lines tumed 
after 4 o'clock this morning, when th« 
last crews took their cars into the bams. 
It was the first time in a generation 
that all street car service in Chicago 
was completely tied up. 


The strike was carried out withouf 
any disorder, according to early report«« 
Seven hundred policemen were on guan| 
at the various car barns throughout th® 
city to watch 
property 
and 
prevent 
crowds from congregating. 
The 
me» 
cheered as they left their cars. 


Orders to Strike. 


Orders to strike were issued after «» 
all-day conference yesterday of union 
leaders, transportation company officials 
and Mayor Thompson in a vain effort 
to bring about arbitration. Neither side 
would yield. 
The strikers had demand- 
ed a gtjarantee of a wage increase. Offi- 
cials of the companies refused this de- 
mand. 
To meet it, company officials 
said, would mean an increase of $1,400,- 
000 annually. 
W. D. Mahon, interna- 
tional presiilent of the street car men's 
union, attended the conferences. 


Officials said that no attempt woiild 
be made to operate cars today. 
Ap- 
proximately 3,000,000 fares are collected . 
on the electric systems daily. The sur- 
face lines collect 2,400,000 and the ele- 
vated 600,000, There arc 3,125 cars op- 
crated daily by the surface lines, and 
1,518 on the elevated, which operates 
215 miles of trackage. The surface lines 
operate 1,095 miles.

BRING BODIES OF 
coLinii mcTiMS 


Billings Yacht and Steam- 
er Reach Port After 
Crash in Night. 


New York, June 14.—C. K. G. Bill- 
ing's steam yacht Vanadis reached Glen- 
cove, Ivong island, early today with the 
body of John J. Brown, of Boston, one 
of the two victims of a collision in Long 
Island sound last night between 
the 
yacht 
and 
the 
big 
white 
passenger 
steamer Bunker Hill, of the Metropoli- 
tan line. 
The body of the other vic- 
tim, George H. Kendrick, also of Boston, 
was brought back 
to New York b}' 
the Bunker Hill, 
when she 
returned 
earlier in the night with a hole in her 
side thirty feet high and nearly twenty 
feet long. 


Brown and Kendrick and three others 
injured in the accident were passengers 
on the Bunker Hill, bound for Boston, 
The 
Vanadis 
rammed 
the 
passenger 
steamer in a thick fog oflf Batons Neck, 
at the eastern end of Huntington bay. 
The yacht backed out of the hole in 
tho Bunker Hill's side with her bow 
smashed and festooned with iron bcd- 
eteaib and other furniture swept from 
the state rooms of the sound liner. 


Brown "was picked up from the water 
by the crew of the Yac it, with both legs 
broken. 
He died an hour later, 
Ken- 
drick was crushed to death as he sat 
at dinner in the dining saloon of the 
Bunker Hill. 


The life boats of the Bunker Hill 
were swung out on their davits and 
filled with passengers but when the of- 
ficers discovered that the steamer was 
intact below the water line, they bade 
the passengers return 
to the 
decks. 
Stories told by some passengers regard- 
ing the behavior of the Bnuker Hill's 
crew await official inquiry. 
It was said 
that some 
of 
the negro deck hands 
rushed for the boats and refused to sur- 
render their places. 
The coroner at 
Glencove began an investigation 
this 
morning soon after the Vanadis arrived.

engines 
is 
revived. 


Packard announced that the twelve is 
a fixture and National, almost at the 
same instant, made their announcement 
of a stock twelve. 
Until now it has 
been considered out of the question to 
build twelves that were practical for 
stock models. 


TJic Packard arrangement is revolu- 
tionary in engineering feats. 
It is not 
simply a duplicate of the six, but a new 
model motor, combining the, high power 
of a racing machine with quietness and 
«My. 'eontroL The smooihiieet of th« ear 


dare they have succeeded in combining 
the advantages of the six and the eight 
—and added to them by eliminating tlie 
defects revealed by the use of the sixes 
and eights. 


There have been twelve-cylinder cars 
built before, chiefly racing cars. 
The 
English Sunbeam is a twelve, and 
it 
smashed all world's records at Brook- 
lands, England, making 
107 miles in 
sixty minutes. 
Schebler 
has

motor car 
for seven 
years. 
The announcement of 
Packard 
and 
National 
establishes 
America's 
claim to motor supremacy, and is de- 
clared to be the boldest and most radi- 
cal bid 
for leadership 
in the motor 
world ever made. 


The National twelve is to be manu- 
factured entirely in the plant at InJi- 
anapolis. 
The model car has been on 
the road for some time and its makers 
declare the results have exceeded tlieir 
hopes. 
Both these twelves 
have the 
V-design motor, six cylinders on each 
side set at an angle of 60 degrees. 
The 
actual weight of the motors is less than 
the model sixes. 


The twelves have 12 or 15 per cent, 
more piston displacement, 
and weigh

large number of makers 
are 
holding 
back from the movement. 
The popular- 
ity of the new eights (King ]\lodel D, 
for example) has been undoubted. Tho 
argument against eights has been weight 
and fuel consumption—but more price, J 
since the European 
makers of eights 
have charged $5,000 or more. 
Using 
King as an example, the eight is more 
flexible, freer from vibration, and equal 
in power and econoniy to their own six, 
and the same weight as their own four. 
They claim it is as economical. 


The immense popularity of the sixes 
undoubtedly has opened the way to the 
further increase in number of cylinders. 
The fours who held their own so stout- 
ly in the early arguments, have yielded 
a t least to the extent that the makers 
build both fours and sixes while some 
builders of fours are standing pat, de-

being on interurban lines running sev- 
eral miles into the country beyond pav- 
ed streets. 
The motor busses will re- 
place all street cars on lines within the 
city limits. 


Muskogee citizens received

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The Story of the Flag 


I 
. • ' 


Flaier 'day—June 14—is becoming each year an anniversary of 
jJeeper significance to the American people. 
The colors are more 
¡generally shown, the schools are devoting more attention to inculca- 
tion of the history of the flag, and there is an increasing disposition 
ton the part of patriotic organizations and of the American people 
jgenerally to observe the anniversary. 


The "star spangled banner" became the national flag of the 
tTnited States of America on June l-l, 1777, when the Continental 
congress assembled in Philadelphia, adopted it as the nation's of- 
ficial emblem. 


The thirteen stars and the thirteen stripes represented the 
thirteen original colonies. 
The stars on the first flag were arranged 
in a circle—the circle signify eternity, and the stars unity. 
The 
stars also denote the snbordination of the states to the union—the 
jroad red stripes representing the union. 


The first national flag was made by Betsy Ross. 
The ling was first recognized by a foreign power when John 
Paul Jones, commander of the "Ranger," carried it into foreign 
waters immediately after its adoption by congress. 


The Hag was first recognized on land when it yas raised over 
Fort Stanwix. 
Y., August (3, 1777. 


In 181 <S congrc.'ss decreed that on the admission of new state a 
star shonld he added to the flag, and the number of stripes then 
twenty be reduced to thirteen. 


New arrangement of the stars on the flag was made in 1912, and 
the new flag was officially recognized on July 4, 1912. 


There are now forty-eight states represented on the flag. 
The design of the American flag is said to have been suggested 
by George Washington's coat of arms—three stars and three stripes. 


Americans, young and old, native and naturalized, cannot ab- 
Borb too much of the flag's history and its glorious tradition or the 
spirit of liberty and Juimanity and justice to all men which it typi- 
fies. Let us make still more of Flag day. 


Attorneys for Judge Redman, of Teçre Haute, who is serving 
his sentence in Leavenworth prison as a result of his conviction of 
participation in the election frauds, declare they will appeal from 
the decision of Judge Sunkel at Rockville, who has ousted Redman 
from his position as judge of the Vigo circuit court. Redman, on the 
face of the returns, it will be recalled, was elected by a plurality of 
ten votes. On the showing of Pulliam, the republican candidate, Red- 
man was as a m.atter of fact beaten by 601 votes. 
Having consist- 
ently asserted his innocence of crookedness, Redman doubtless fig- 
ures that it is up to him to continue his fight for the bench. He has 
neglected to explain, however, how in the face of his present engage- 
ment at Leavenworth prison he purposes administering lofty-minded 
and exact justice at Terre Haute even if his appeal from the decision 
in Pulliam> favor ultimately succeeds. But on second thought that is 
a bridge at which he has not yet arrived, and Redman may consider 
that worrying over how he is going to cross it may be safely de- 
ferred until the bridge is in sight. 


While it of course cannot be told until Germany has officially 
spoken what the precise tenor of the response to the latest Wilson 
note on submarine warfare will be, it is gratifying to note the pre- 
ponderance of opinion on both sides of the Atlantic that the outcome 
will be a peaceful adjustment of the diflPerences, honorable and sat- 
isfactory alike to both America and Germany. The clamness, courte- 
ousness and friendliness of Wilson's note, no less than its firmness, 
is commending it to the favorable consideration of both the Ameri- 
can and the German people.

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German Ambassador to Nor- 
way Provokes Storm 
of Criticism^ 


Christiania, May 20.—Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.—The criticisms 
of the action of Count von Oberndorff, 
the German ambassador to Norway, in 
addressing 
the 
Norwegian 
people 
through the General Press bureau in a 
letter at which tlie newspapers took of- 
fense, has been even more widespread 
than was indicated in the cable reports. 


From the outbreak of the war Count 
von Oberndorff is said to have attempt- 
ed to exercise a strong pressure on the 
Norwegian press, and to have i)een suc- 
cessful in keeping it from publishing 
criticisms of German methods of war- 
fare and the treatment of Norwegian 
merchant ships, particularly. 
His in- 
flnence through the Norwegian foreign 
office was said to have been indicated 
by occasional notes from the depart- 
ment of foreign aflairs, requesting that 
certain reports unfavorable to Gerniany 
were not to be mentioned in a critical 
'light, for the sako of Norway's néu- 
trality. 


The torpedoing of the Lusitania was 
the lirst occasion on which tho Nor- 
wegian press voiccd its criticismi 
of 
German methods, and tho articles that 
followed treated of 
the incident 
in 
strong terms. 
It appears that the co- 
incidental receipt of two 
anonymous 
letters hv Count von Obtrndorfi 
con- 
cerninft the emperor of Germany, led tho 
«mbassador to issue m ftddriM to 
KfliW^iJMl j l i g ^ 


Press bureau. 
Some of the leading pa- 
pers refused to publish his statement, 
while those who did print it accompa- 
nied it with strong adverse comment on 
the propriety of his action. 


One of the examples of the outspoken 
way in which the newspapers treated 
the incident is seen in the Norwegian 
Shipping Gazette, which says: 


"When the representative of the Ger- 
man emperor chooses to address 
the 
Norwegian people over the head of King 
Hankon and his cabinet, he has thereby 
relinquished the respect generally shown 
representatives of foreign powers a t the 
Norwegian court."

SAYS HO TWIII6HT 
E IS NOW LEFT 


Bureau of Corporations Re- 
ports on Its Study of 
Trust Laws. 


Washington, D. C., June 14.—Results 
of an extensive study of trust laws and 
unfair competition were submitted to 
President Wilson today in a report pre- 
pared by the old bureau of corporations 
for its informative value to congress in 
enacting legislation. 
Federal anti-trust 
laws, judicial decisions and their influ- 
ences upon forms of business organiza- 
tion are discussed as are the state laws 
and those of foreign countries. 


The chief conclusions of the study are 
that the development of anti-trust legis- 
lation and consequent judicial decisions 
have been important factors in shaping 
forms of business organization and that 
interpretations of the Sherman law, es- 
pecially the more recent decisions, have 
demonstrated its 
far-reaching 
effect. 
Practically ho twilight zone has been 
left, the report says, which cannot be 
reached by state or federal laAv. 


"Although the Sherman 
anti-tnist 
law is comprehensive in its scope," saya 
the report, "it is not so clearly estab- 
lished tjiat the judicial decisions afford 
a basis for determining with exactness 
the lawfulness, or unlawfulness, when 
taken severally of many particular de- 
vices that have been used collectively 
to control the market. 
Almost every 
decision has been based on a complex 
set of facts and the use of a number of 
different devices to restrain trade."

Is municipal ownership of baseball the 
solution of the entire baseball situation? 


The Central league is attempting an 
experiment this 
summer that is 
being 
watched with interest by everyone con- 
cerned—either in baseball or politics. 


Evansville is about to dedicate Its $90,- 
000 municipal baseball plant, one of tlie 
prettiest and best small parks in 
the 
country. 


The aim of the Central league to estab- 
lish municipal ownership of baseball is 
furthered by the Evansville project. 


Tliis year Evansville merely will own 
its own grounds and lease it to the Bv- 
ansville Central league team, and, when 
that team is playing away from home, 
will rent the grounds to the amateurs for 
their games in the amateur league. 


But the Central leag'ue is looking furth- 
er ahead. 


Already in two cities it has grounds 
owned by the cities themselves. 
Next 
year it expects to have five municipally 
owned parks under the leaseholds of the 
leagues. 


But the big idea comes later. 
The Central league proposes this: 
Municipal 
ownership of all 
baseball 
plants in the league. 


Municipal control of the sport. 
Teams composed of players drawn from 
the territory in which the city is located. 


There are many in baseball who believe 
the idea chimerical. There are more who 
think that it is the only way in which to 
revive the dying interest in minor league 
baseball. 


"If I find that the law permits a city to 
enter upon the municipal ownership of 
baseball, and league rules do not prevent 


it, I shall be in favor of the city's taking 
over the Evansville Central league team," 
said Mayor 
Benjamin Bosse. 
"League 
baseball is a good, clean sport that the 
city ought to take over, if it fails as a 
commercial enterprise." 


There are few obstacles to municipal 
ownership of baseball In Evansville, as 
Mayor Bosse is a vice president of the 
ball chib and shares with Harry Stahl- 
hefer the controlling interest. 


The experiment is worth much study. 
The league never has made money. 
The 
majority of the club owners lose money 
or are content to break even provided 
they can maintain the team. 
Tho ma- 
jcrity of them are men who love the sport 
for itself and who do much In the name 
of local pride. 


Harry Stahlhefer, the owner, probably 
has lost thousands of dollars operating 
the team but he has managed to keep 
Evansville on the baseball map.

Admiral Sir Henry Jackson, 
New Sea Lord, Seems 
to Be a Wonder. 


Ijontlon, l[ay 25.—Correspondence of 
the 
Associate<l 
Press.—Admiral 
Sir 
Henry Jackson, v,'ho has just gucceedod 
Lord Fisher as first sea lord of the Brit- 
ish admiralty, ha.<? long 
boon known 
here as "the cleverest man in the navy." 
He is the only naval ofTicer who has 
been honored witii election as a fellow 
of the Royal society, this high scientific 
honor fallin;]: to him in IHOl for his re- 
searches in electrical physics. 


Admiral .Jackson was one of tho earli- 
est experimenters in wireless telegraphy 
and was asso.^iated for many years with 
^Ir. ^rarconi. 
He is a specialist also 
in naval tf)rpedocs. 
Pie has only once 
in his carcer commanded a group 
of 
ships at sea. 


Just past sixty years of age, tho new 
soa lord is younger by fourteen years 
than his predecessor. 
lie entered 
tho 
navy in IStlS and at first specialized in 
navigation. 
P.ut tho possibilitie.s of the 
torpedo, wiiicli had only been invented 
in a very crude form in 18Gt), exercised 
a fascination over liini, and 
he soon 
transferred to that brancli of the serv- 
ice. 


The only vessel on which he ever 
served as navigating officer was an old 
battleship, to which was appointed on 
the same day a yoimg lieutenant, .John 
Jellicoe, now commander-in-chief of the 
war staiT. 


Specializing 
in 
torpedoes, 
Admiral 
Jackson attained 
a wide 
knowledge, 


both practical and theoretical, of elec- 
tricity, for the torpedo officer of a mod- 
ern ship is responsible for tJie efficiency 
of the whole of the electrical equipment 
of the vessel. 
It was in LSOl that the 
idea of 
employing Hertzian waves as 
a means of 
communication first sug- 
gested itself to him. 
At that time the 
navv was seeking for some method by 
which a torpedo boat could announce 
its approach to a friendly ship. 
For 
four years he continued his experimenta 
in wireless communication. 
Though tha 
neces.'sitios of the service have prevented 
the fvdl story of his works being given 
to the world, it is known that at the 
end of that time he had succeeded in 
sending,; messages from one end of hia 
ship to the other without wires. 
About 
this time he met llnrconi, and the two 
became close friends, mutually assisting 
each other in developing their ideas and 
schemes. 


Sir Henry remained responsible for 
the progress of wireless telegraphy in 
the navv until 1006 when he became a 
rear admiral. 
During these years hia 
appointments Vvcre such as to facihtato 
the 
experiments 
and research 
work 
which he pursued and which won him 
many scientific honors. 


He tlien servoil for some time as con- 
troller of the navv. being thus responsi- 
ble for tho jnaterial of the na\T diu-mg 
tiie laving of the epoch-making battle- 
ships Dreadnought and Invincible. 
Ho 
was one of tho four captains on the 
committee of desi-n which recommended 
the construction of those ships. 


In 1011 he was selected to command 
the new naval war college at 
Ports- 
mouth, 
being transferred 
alter 
two 
vears to the post of chief of the 
war 
¡taff. 
At the beginning of the Euro- 
pean war he was assigned to special 
work at the admiralty, his particular 
ta'^k being the direction of the 
naval 
part of the operations 
agamst 
Ger- 
nianv's oversea colonies. 


Ho was promoted to be a full admiral 
just a year ago.

Chief 
Executive's Moral 
Code Prohibits Great 
Many Acts. 


Boston, Mass., June 
14.—The 
most 
drastic regulations in tlie history of the 
modern stage, approaching in prohibitory 
power the ancient Massachusetts blue 
laws, have been put into force by flavor 
Curley following a conference w^ith the 
theatrical men of this city. 


The managers of theatrical 
houses 
glumly accepted the mayor's mandate, 
despite the fact that one man -remarked 
on leaving the city hall 
that the re- 
ceipts of his burlesque house Avould be 
decreased tremendously. 
The establish- 
ment of this so-called moral code is but 
the first step in an effort to purify the 
Boston stage, and the end is not yet, as 
it is understood that the 
regulations 
will be expanded as occasions require. 


Theater License as Club. 


Mayor Ciu-ley made it clear to 
the 
theatrical men, who included represen- 
tatives of New York booking houses, 
that although he had no legal right to ; 
enforce the new code, he did possess the I 


power to grant and refuse licenses a< 
a member of the new board of censor- 
ship. 


J. Edward Cort. of the Cort theater, 
declared liimself to l>e thoroughly in ac- 
ccrd with the mayor's policy and heart- 
ily agreed to work with liim in his at- 
tempt to keep the stage clean. 
I\[any 
theatrical men stated that unless th« 
strictost port of inspection is maintain« 
ed, there will be much injustice in 
th» 
attempt to maintain the regulations. 


Tliere were about forty managers of 
theatrical houses and representatives oi 
booking linuses present when the mayo* 
called the meeting to order in his of- 
fice. 
He explained his purpose in call- 
ing the hearing by stating that he felt 
it was for the best interests of all con- 
cerned.

they organized at the beginning of this 
\ear, the first named was chosen chair- 
man and the last secretary. 


The plan as outlined was to see i^ 
Blackstone, in Massachusetts, just over 
the line from \^'oonsocket, could not be 
made a part of Rhode Island as it is 
practically a part of Woonsocket. 
The 
same thing applied to Pawcatuck, which 
is, to all intents and purposes, a part 
of Westerly.

cause he is too poor, too unfortunate 
and friendless, to pay a paltiy sum of 
money to his creditor! 


This is the case of amazing legal in- 
iquity which has shocked this entire 
city—the metropolis of the 
western 
hemisphere—raised echoes of horror in 
far states of the union, and will prob- 
ably force an important amendment to 
the constitution of Xew York state. 


For New Yorkers have surlrlonly real- 
ized that that wickerl relic of the dark 
ages, a debtors' prison, as evil as the 
Spanish inquisition, and 
long 
since 
abolished by nearly every progressive, 
civilized state in the world, still exists 
as a rotten rudiment among their in- 
stitutions of justice! 


Samuel Sonnenschein, victimizerl, he 
is convinced, by shysters and an alleged 
accident faker, was ordered to pay a 
judgment for damages sustained by a 
child who fell in the hall of a building 
leased by him.

New York civil code, he was tlirown 
into prison!

ance to the flag and the republic which 
holds "liberty and justice for all."' 


Then, through pure misfortune, Son- 
neusrhein had a toste of the republic's 
brand for "justice."

Some Impressions of 
the West and the Fairs 


(By Dr. Z. H. Stamets.) 


With the eastern impression of Den- 
ver we apparently leave the west, that 
is, from the states of so little agricul- 
tural advantages. 


Here it is more promising by irriga- 
tion and few public highways having 
seme bridges, for the streams this time 
in May are mostly 
dry 
and 
easily 
forded. 


The plains are like a table meeting 
to the horizon as an ocean with nothing 
to obstruct the vision until 
passing 
nearly a hundred miles 
northeasterly. 
Here are a few trees near the far-sepa- 
rated buildings. Wild grass mostly, ex- 
cept some alfalfa where the plowman 
has broken the soil. 


Here we must bid adieu to the snow- 
capped mountain ranges beyond Den- 
ver, as they fade from vision a t nearly 
150 miles. 


Scarcely a house is noticed 
a mile 
from the railroad with very few cattle 
until further into Nebraska. 
Here we 
are more impressed by new 
develop- 
ments, a few strawstacks to convince 
of some crops. 
The oats here look very 
well. 
Few fields planted with com ap- 
parently a month 
late. 


Here and there about every three to 
five miles is an eight to ten-foot ditch 
filled with water to irrigate where ac- 
cessible, but much of the land is too 
high for benefit by 
irrigation. 


Tlie sand at places has been blown, 
forming high hills. 
The skj-^ is clear 
with scarcely a cloud as is justly the 
boast of Denver. 


However, we had not forgotten the 
dense fog and clouds over and 
above 
Pike's peak range of moimtains, making 
the views from the 14,000-foot peak al- 
most lost to the traveler's eye. 


We are now returning with the pre- 
vailing idea that eight-seeing is a great- 
er source of income and 
development 
to all states beyond the middle west 
tlian are all their other combined re- 
sources; and we do not hesitate to men- 
tion California, with New Mexico, Ari- 
zona, Utah and Nevada on the list. 


The evidence of abxmdant crops is 
mostly dreams of railroads or some of 
the land-poor 
speculators 
who 
easily 
select to show some products a t special- 
ly-attended 
comparatively-small 
areas. 


Here those who have nothing a t stake 
will answer your cold, chattering teeth, 
"Really we have no climate here for 
winter and summer is every day 
the 
same—badly mixed." 


A huge joke your sojourning friends 
seldom mention is to ride through the 
dust of lialf a dozen desert states to 
find some sunny hours badly mixed in 
fog, rain and salt brine chill, that a de- 
sire for your zero-weather-Indiana-win- 
ter-clothing is not an imagination; so 
contrary to the usual impression 
of 
wearing 
tropical 
clothing instead 
of 
Alaska style as is needed in California. 


Again 
we must not 
forget another 
negation when we witness the abandon- 
ed, empty huts in parts of Oklahoma, 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, Nevada, 
Utah and California, where some set- 
tler had had injected 
into his brain 
some false dose of settlers' stimulation 
that scarcely lasted till his one-roomed 
hut was partially completed, leaving it 
then to the jackrabbits. 


Possibly he, too, assured by the can- 
opy of lieaven a shelter, took nnto him- 
self a belief that the stars and clear, 
dry 
air wotild supply 
manna if 
not 
bread and butter. 
But when they wit- 
nessed the famished bunnies no longer 
able to hide or jump across the dry, 
hot sand to the nearest sage or cactus 
bush many yards away, they could only 
acknowledge that their bushy tails and 
long ears must have been the will-of- 
the-wisp t h a t led them there, for there 
was nothing else. 
Now and 
then a 
mountain 
in the distance miles away 
will break the monotony of the dry, 
hot sand desert and thus a long day, 
a night and another day all to prove 
or disprove 
the description 
of these 
lauded states. 


"Wlhen 
passing 
into 
the 
so-called 
"Golden" California, we 
expect 
with 
open 
countenance something different, 
but not until going oA-er a hundred or 
more miles of her territory do we see 
it. 
We then acknowledge that the fog 
and rain during half the time along 
the western moimtain slopes did stimu- 
late vegetation so much differently than 
in the middle western states for here 
are flowers of all tropical kinds with

their various fruits twelve months of 
the year. 


All had a different impression of the 
west, even the scholar just from col- 
lege is amazed that ever these states 
•would lend such a variety of climate; 
but the expecting emigrant better look 
for other pastures, and 
don't forget 
there is scarcely 
any 
manufacturing. 
Better remember the advantages of the 
middle states, particularly 
Indiana. 


Along the western slopes nature has 
done her best to lend landscape, beau- 
tiful snow-capped mountain ranges on 
one side and on the other the ocean 
reac^jing out to the sunset; 
but 
the 
chill of the Atlantic coast has no such 
penetration 
right 
through your 
bones 
as the breezes of the Pacific, and some 
companions frequently inquired, When 
can we reach the so-called tropical Cali- 
fornia t 


Some old rancher now in 
defiance 
speaks his gruff, "Well, I have been 
here twenty years, you can be assured 
this summer climate don't change like 
your winter in Indiana." 
Yes, he was 
right, 
for he had learned to have his 
overcoat and mackintosh handy at all 
times. 


Well, we must refrain from all jokes, 
except don't forget that Pullmans arc 
80 desirous of not leaking all the Cali- 
fornia facts, that they have quite dou- 
bled their price to permit your getting 
back east. 
Now that is one of the rea- 
sons the pawnbrokers in the west are 
all overstocked \vith diamonds and jew- 
elry from easterners. 


As to the common railroad fare a t 
$69, it is ycry reasonable, for you can 
stop a t any place on the line you se- 
lect. 
The Pullman will average $15 go- 
ing and $30 on r t t u m with dinners at 
the usual rates of about $1 per meal, 
so that you can select transit expense 
of about'$100 to $130 for the roimd trip 
from this district. 
The side trips, how- 
ever, are rather exorbitant comparative- 
ly, which may equal the former price. 


The expositions aro far superior to 
the former expositions, that of the Co- 
lumbian, 1893, and other world's fairs, 
in many respecta, especially the soft- 
.blending colors of the buildings in tans, 
fawn, salmon, as well as the architec- 
ture. 
Some exhibits are far better and 
more practically scientific and modem. 


Tile amount of exhibits are about half 
those at Cliicago. 


I t is obvious from the French, Argen- 
tine and other buildings not exhibiting, 
their doors locked; and Germany and 
many countries not attempting to dis- 
play; the war is much to be consid- 
ered when expecting such a huge ex- 
hibition as in 1893, when the Avorld was 
at peace, each then endeavoring to dis- 
play its best, made a larger fair. 


In the foreign displays due credit is 
to Canada; 
for her building outdoes 
anything 
in former exhibits; Japan or 
China next, with the Filipinos' surpris- 
ing civilization. 


There is some advantage to go the 
southern 
route 
first 
to Los 
á g e l e s , 
then from there to the San Diego ex- 
position, and then the numerous adja- 
cent places to visit before going to San 
Francisco and those wishing to see the 
Yosemite valley may stop over before 
reaching 'Frisco. 


The San Diego exposition 
is quite 
different 
from 
other 
exhibitions 
in 
household displays; economics, hygiene, 
historical and anthropological displays; 
very beautifully located and construct- 
ed as it wore in a garden of the world's 
choicest flowers of blending colors that 
ever invites your return t o their side; 
a picture in your vision's memory for- 
ever. 
The city of San Diego, so clean, 
neat and artistic, promises hygienic ad- 
vantages and justly retains many visi- 
tors that request to pass there their 
coming days; but how can I 
endure 
that chilly salt air, is again heard. 


We have then^Mt. Lowe, Mt. Wilson, 
Old BaJdy, Venice, San Pedro, Santa 
Catalina islands, the ostrich farm, the 
aligator farm, each of so much inter- 
est, and a general remembrance of Los 
Angeles 
as a 
typical 
eastern 
city, 
which, excepting their numerous bunga- 
lows, is made up mostly of hotels for 
tourists. 


The people here nearly all 
live in 
bungalows 
ornamented 
so 
tropically 
that We would say nothing grander, if 
we were not just then left to wonder 
why our teeth clatter so much. 
But 
no, we forgot, it was only the sun go- 
ing behind a cloud and the salt air of 
the ocean twenty-five milea away was 
more piercing than the average over- 
coat could protect. 
One 
land-poor 
citizen 
speaks 
up. 
This is uncommon weather," but the 
other fellow replies, "Well, if I 
can 
ever have sufiicient money to get back 
to Indiana they can't keep 
me 
here 
anj' longer," for he had endured it six 
or eight years, practically the same cli- 
mate, and said, "When we expect nice 
weather in August and September, then 
return fogs and rain, with rain almost 
continuously till spring." 


Now the hotel question was well met 
and the street car service as well as 
all public conveyances are well regulat- 
ed by the civics of this grand city and 
will only bfi made crooked by the nu- 
merous occasionals that the city cannot 
corral. 


The city of San Francisco is endeav- 
oring Avith the fullest ability to please 
and invite the public. 
It is a wonder- 
ful city of thrift and in the number of 
hotels it is supreme, being a rendezvous 


for touriBts 
to the inritlng scenic 
places nearby; among 
them, Yosemite 
valley, Mt. Mamalpas, Murel woods and 
other forests of giant trees, the oldest 
living thing in extent being 3,000 
t a 
5,000 years old ana ranging from 200 
to 600 feet high, of which doubt might 
question if they were 
not there 
to 
speak for themselves. 


San Francisco bay is a natural haven 
with a number of islands and has 150 
miles of coast; is not imlike a continu- 
ous city containing the ten or more vil- 
lages besides 'Frisco. 


To know that she was crushed by an 
earthquake then, much that was left 
burned so recently can scarcely be be- 
lieved by the visitors were it not for 
a 
few concrete foundations here 
and 
there yet remaining, showing well the 
uneven disarrangement of the 
earth's 
surface since the earthquake. 


Time is well spent in this city for it 
is a town of education offering many 
lasting impressions and scarcely appre- 
ciated lest it is viewed individually. 


Many of the 
pleasant 
people 
you 
meet there frequently remark of what 
impressed them the most. 
Usually is 
mentioned the Canadian exhibit which 
is a general picturesque display of the 
products and resources in panorama— 
fields, 
harvest, mines, fruits, 
animals 
and other products as well as the ease 
and convenience of markets. 


The 
California 
exhibits 
also in a 
building of its own, is something like 
the Canadian; New York is not much 
less, showing the handiwork of 
man; 
the Philippine exhibit Including their 
rich carvings, embroidery and furniture 
changes our ideas of their civilization 
to that of superiority. 
Japan of course 
is never outdone by its many arts. 


The Indiana building was frequently 
mentioned as a home we all enjoyed— 
a well built structure; with rest par- 
lors, player-pianos, with our home pa- 
pers, all kindly aiding t o recuperate the 
weary head and tired feet from a day 
of sight-seeing. 


The self-controlled machines of the 
innumerable devices by working with 
electricity and other automatic mechan- 
isms must be seen to be appreciated— 
some almost superhuman. 


Each state and many countries sho^r 
its quota of the exhibits in the differ- 
ent buildings, diviaioned, easily accessi- 
ble, are more 
or less 
continuous 
by 
courts and connecting structures so as 
to lead the visitor from building to 
building while passing sculpture, 
floral 
or other outside arts. 


The Zone which was styled the SCd- 
way in 1893, is very much educational, 
impressing mostly by the Panama ca- 
nal which is unique and impressive in 
all details of Its construction, and ade- 
quate description of every 
interesting 
feature. 


The canyon of the Colorado is a re- 
production as nature made it and col- 
ored it during His handiwork of sup- 
posed 30,000,000 years. 


Some of the lesser points of interest 
are a reproduction of Yellowstone Na- 
tional park'. Captain Scott 
expedition 
to the south pole, and creation display- 
ing the epochs of Genesis. 
Making of 
many picture films is no less an educa- 
tion, especially to those who failed to 
visit the Universal City at Los Angeles 
(the film city). 


Our thoughts are recalled no longer 
to the grandeur mankind produces, but 
to that superior hand in geology until 
on the return trip we have ascended 
nearly two miles, above the 
clouds, 
vieAving from all sides the mantle of 
snow and the sleet-filled air to impress 
us on every stop of the train that Ave 
must dismount to fiU our hmga with the 
air that Avas ncA-er laden Avith dust. 


Cold, of course, but ere the one who 
could here complain, so pure as 
air 
that the surgeon's 
disinfection 
might 
wen here be lessoned. 
No longer three 
engines to pull us, for noAv we are dis- 
mounting toward Reno, Nev. 
Here all 
got off to see only an insignificant des- 
ert town that needs something of curio 
to keep it on the map, so it is known 
for crooked divorce lawyers, and it is 
said the diA'orces are granted in while- 
you-wait-stjie. 


The vilest looking herdsman we here 
met and not much vegetation, but sage 
and a feAV greesewood bushes. 
Disgust- 
ed, Ave found our berths to awake in 
the morning crossing forty miJes 
of 
bridging over Salt Lake to Ogden. 


This impressed us a ^ l n Avith civiliza- 
tion and Salt Lake City should be for- 
gotten as ever a Mormon city for only 
a 
small percentage of the people ane 
of that belief, while the guides impress 
the visitors there is no polygamy. They 
have one of the cleanest cities in our 
country both hygienically as well 
as 
religiously Avith a rapid groAving popu- 
lation of 110,000. 


Here the well known scenic route to 
Colorado Springs absorbed 
the 
atten- 
tion of even the travelers of many A'is- 
its. 
Then the hand of Omnipotence im- 
presses everyone, 
and while it was my 
chance to inquire of an admirer of Rob- 
ert G. Ingersoll's works, the answer was 
unsolicited, "I don't 
think 
he 
really 
was an atheist or infidel for no man 
imitates such of beauty, grandeur of 
structure and what is needed more to 
impress the hungry mind of a deity?" 
Canyons painted by the hands of mil- 
lions of years. 
Caves of sparkling dia- 
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mond prisms and monuments 
of 
the 
Garden 
of 
the 
Gods. 
Peaks 
over- 
towering all with a sublime atmosphere 
that Voltaire or any of his atheist dis- 
ciples would have been 
dumbfounded 
and gasp for an utterance if they could 
have ever visited this evidence." 


Having seen but scarcely a half-doz- 
en rin-al school houses, few wagon roads 
directing their way, fewer number of 
bridges for the cotmtry roads and but 
one baseball park till reaching Denver, 
we might have believed we had stepped 
from civilization, but all was to be re- 
flected by the mind of inquiry, by the 
satisfying deity, and the 
not 
much 
lesser imprint on the mind the human 
arts displayed in the expositions at San 
Francisco and San DieKO.

The Story of the Flag 


Flag 'day—June 14—is becoming each year an anniversary of 


Peeper significance to the American people. The colors are more 
'generally shown, the schools are devoting more attention to inculca- 
;tipn of the history of the flag, and there is an increasing disposition- 
Jon the part of patriotic organizations and of the American people 
generally to observe the anniversary. 


The "star spangled banner" became the national flag of the 


United States of America on June 14, 1777, when the Continental 
congress assembled in Philadelphia, adopted it as the nation's of- 
ficial emblem. 


The thirteen,stars and the thirteen stripes represented the 


thirteen original colonies. The stars on the first flag were arranged 
in a circle—the circle signify eternity, and the stars unity. The 
stars also denote the subordination of the states to the union—the 
"jroad red stripes representing the union. 


The first national flag was made by Betsy Boss. 
The nag was first recognized by a foreign power when John 


Paul Jones, commander of the "Ranger," carried it into foreign 
waters immediately after its adoption by congress. 


The flag was first recognized on land when it yas raised over 


Fort Stanwix, "N. Y., August 6, 1777. 


Li 1818 congross decreed that on the admission of new state a 


star should be added to the flag, and the number of stripes then 
twenty be reduced to thirteen. 


New arrangement of the stars on the flag was made in 1912, and 


the new flag was officially recognized on July 4,1912. 


There arc now forty-eight states represented on the flag. 
The design of the American flag is said to have been suggested 


'J>y George Washington's coat of arms—three stars and three stripes.

Borb too much of the flag's history and its glorious tradition or tho 
spirit of liberty and humanity and justice to all men which it typi- 
fies. Let us make still more of Flag day.

Having consist- 
ently asserted his innocence of crookedness, Redman doubtless fig- 
ures that it is up to him to continue his fight for the bench. He has 
neglected to explain, however, how in the face of his present engage- 
ment at Leavenworth prison he purposes administering lofty-minded 
and exact justice at Tcrre Haute even if his appeal from the decision 
in Pulliam's favor ultimately succeeds. But on second thought that is 
a bridge at which he has not yet arrived, and Redman may consider 
that worrying over how he is going to cross it may be safely de- 
ferred until the bridge is in sight.

Admiral Sir Henry Jackson, 


New Sea Lord, Seems 


to Be a Wonder. 


London, May 25.—Correspondence of 


the 
Associated 
Press.—Admiral 
Sir 


Henry Jnckson, who haa just succeeded 
Lord Fisher us first. s«i lord of the Brit- 
ish admiralty, has long 
been known 


hero as "the cleverest man in the navy." 
He is the only naval officer who 1ms 
been honored with election as a fellow 
of tho Royal society, this high scientific 
hcnor falling to him In 1!HH for his re- 
Rcnrclips in electrical, physics. 


Admiral Jackson was one of the earli- 


est experimenters in wireless telegraphy 
and was associated for many years with 
Mr. Marconi. He is a specialist also 
in naval torpedoes. He has only once 
in his career commanded a group of 
ships at sea. 


Just past sixty years of age, the new 


sea lord is younger by fourteen years 
than his predecessor. 
He entered the 


navy in 1SCS nnd at first specialized in 
navigation. But the possibilities of the 
torpedo, which had only been inventei" 
in a very crude form in 18GG, exercisec 
a fascination over him, and 
he soon 


transferred to that branch of the serv 
ice. 
1 The only vessel on which he ever 
strved as navigating officer was an ol 
battleship, to which was appointed 01 
the-same day a young lieutenant,-Jolr 
Jellicoe, now commander-in-chief of th 
war staff. 


Specializing 
in 
torpedoes, 
Admirfl 


Jackson attained 
a wide knowledge 


both practical and theoretical, of elec- 
tricity, for the torpedo officer of a mod- 
ern ship is responsible for the efficiency 
of the whole of the electrical equipment 
of the venae!. It was in 1891 that tho 
idea of employing Hertzian waves as 
a moans of 
communication first sug- 


gested itself to him. At that time tha 
navy was socking for some method by 
which a torpedo boat could announce 
its approach to a friendly ship. 
For 


four years ha continued his experiments 
in wireless communication. Though tha 
necessities of the service have prevented 
the full story of his works being given, 
to the world, it is known that at tho 
end of that time he had succeeded in 
sending messages from one end of his 


lip to tho otlier without wires. About 
his time he met Marconi, and the two 
ecame close friends, mutually assisting 
ach other in developing their ideas and 
chemes. 


Sir Henry remained responsible for 


he progress of wireless telegraphy in. 
110 navy until 1000 when ho became a 
rear admiral. 
During these years his 


appointments were such as to facilitate- 
the experiments and research 
work 


which he pursued and which won him 
many scientific honors. 


He then served for some time as con- 


troller of the navy, being thus responsi-

With the eastern impression of Den- 


ver we apparently leave the west, thiit 
is, from the states of so little agricul- 
tural advantages. 


Here it is more promising by irriga- 


tion and tew public highways having 
some bridges, for the streams this time 
in May are mostly 
dry 
and 
easily 


forded. 


The plains are like a table meeting 


to the horizou as an ocean with nothing 
to obstruct the vision until 
passing 


nearly a hundred miles northeasterly. 
Here are a few trees near the far-sepa- 
rated buildings. Wild grass mostly, ex- 
cept some alfalfa where the plowman 
has broken tho soil. 


Here we must bid adieu to the snow- 


capped mountain ranges beyond Den- 
ver, as they fade from vlsiou at nearly 
151) miles. 


Scarcely a. house is noticed 
a. mil* 


from the railroad with very few cattle 
until further into Nebraska. Here 
are more impressed by new 
develop- 


ments, a few strawstacks to convince 
of some crops. The oats here look very 
well. Few fields planted with corn ap- 
parently a month late. 


Here and there about every three to 


five miles is an eight to ten-foot ditch 
filled with water to irrigate where ac- 
cessible, but much, of the land is too 
high for benefit by irrigation. 


The sand at places has been blown 


forming high hills. 
The sky is clear 


with -scarcely a cloud as is justly the 
boast of Denver. 


However, we hud not forgotten the 


dense fog and clouds over and above 
Pike's peak range of mountains, making 
the views from the 14,000-foot peak al 
most lost to the traveler's oye. 


We are now returning with thn pre 


vailing idea that sight-c.eeing is a great 
cr source of income and 


heir various fruits twelve months of 
he year. 


All had a different impression of the 


vest, even the scholar just from col- 
i'go is amazed that ever these states 
uould lend such a variety of climate; 
>ut the expecting emigrant bettor look 
'or other pastures, and don't forget 
:here is scarcely any manufacturing. 
Bettor remember the. advantages of the 
middle states, particularly Indiana. 


Along the wcnU-ru slopes nature has 


done her best to lend landscape, beau- 
tiful snow-oapp<M mountain ranges on 
ont> side and on the other the ocean 
reaching out to tho imimt; but the 
chill of the Atlantic coast has no such 
penetration right through your bones 
as the breezes of the Pacific, and some 
companions frequently inquired, When 
can wo reach the so-called tropical Cali- 
fornia?
